DANGER AHEAD 


The good work done in Al- 
berta in the control of bacterial 
ring rot in potatoes is in danger 
of a serious set-back and the Al 
herta department of agricul- 
ture is urging all who grow pot- 
atoes to help them keep this de- 
structive discase at bay. The 
matter has been greatl, com- 
plicated by the introduction into 
the province during the- pist 
winter of large quantities of 
table potatoes from the United 
States. It cannot he too strong: 
ly stressed that these potatoes 
are strictly table potatoes and 
were brought in to relieve the 
shortage due ta poor crops last 
year. Many of these imported 


potatoes are known to be In- 
fested with serious diseases in- 
cluding the most serious of 
them all, ring rot. On no ac- 


count be persuaded to use these 
American table potatoes for 
seed, Those who have not had 
experience with the disastrous 


effects of ring rot may be in- 
clined to treat this warning 
lightly and, in planting such 


potatoes, just for their own use 
may start new spots of infesta- 
tion throughout the province. 
Make sure your seed is good, 
sufficient of 
your own, try to obtain it from 
a neighbor whose ¢rop is known 
to be free from disease. Don't 
use for seed any potatoes pur- 
chased from your local store un- 
less they bear the Dominion tag

There is an old tradition 
among sea-faring men that a 
ship has a soul, 

A sailor will speak with af- 
tection of the ship he rides, 
Songe and stories are legion 
about the love of men for their 
ships. 

If this is so, the Lady Nelson 
must have a beautiful spirit 
She has been used as a hospital 
ship for so long that her very 
name calls up pictures of wound 
ed men coming home. She has 
recently made her 60th crossing 
of the Atlantic as a mercy ship. 

Talking to an officer who 
served on a few of her trips we 
found that all the bread con- 
sumed on her many voyages is 


baked aboard ship. 


There are 


two bakers who turn out the 
nearest to home made bread 
you could ever find, besides 


hundreds of dozen buns. Incid- 
entally they bake about 700 
loaves a day which is a lot of 
dough in any language 
He remarked laughingly, ‘you 
ought to see the boys go for it, 
its the first real white bread 
they've seen in many moons.’ 
To Chief Steward Buckles 
goes the honor of providing for 
the returning men. He says 
“when you serve a nice brown 
pork chop, mashed potatoes. 
vegetables with a couple of slice 
of fresh bread, topped off with 
ice cream, the eyes of the bovs 
are lovely to see.” 
Butter is rationed only to the 
extent that there is no waste, 
ach one receives a fair sized 


pat, bed patients are allowed

The Lady Nelson has huge re 
frigerators and milk is kept at 
a much lower temperature than 
you would use in a home The 
cream is skimmed off from day 


to day and given to the ulcer 


.~ Patients, the remaining milk. is 


given to the boys to drink. All 
provisions are taken on at Hali- 
fax with the exception of orange 
and other fresh fruits that are 
sometimes taken on at Algiers 
for the return trip. ; 

There are four diet kitchens 
for the wards. On her last trip 
she carried 300 bed patients and 
this is a fair average. The walk- 
ing wounded eat in the main 
dining room. 

Practically every known drug 
is used, over 300 standard med- 
icines, exclusive of tablets. Of 
these, there are 125 different 
kinds from a sugar coated pill 
to aspirin, and a mepacrine for 
malaria, There are over 5000 
items on the drug list alone. 

Most medicines contain sugar 
from the cough mixture with its 
extra heavy percentage, to sal- 
ines for intra-venus feeding. 

Cotton plays a big part on hos 
pital ships: There are miles of 
bandages, crinilines, plaster of 
Paris gauze, flannelete, huge 
supplies of absorbent cotton.. 

The Lady Nelson uses over 
500 sheets a day and 500 pil- 
low cases. As a trip runs 8 to 
10 days you get some idea of 
the number of sheets required 
fo: one trip, which isapproxim 
ately 500 sheets and 5000 pil- 
low cases, with extras of course 

Most of the men sleep on 
cots, twotoa tier, the more ser- 
ious cases have small beds at- 
tached to the floor. e 

Over 2000 blankets are in use 
These are changed every trip. 
Not only washed but sterilized.

: Special Spider-Webs 


Are Provided By London Firm For 
Land Surveying Instruments 

One of the few firms in Britain 
|where spiders are welcome suests 
is that of F, Barker and Son, “Sun- 
Dial” House, Clerkenwell Road, Lon- 
;don, Complying with the necessity 
for assisting the peoples of many 
lands to grow more food, this firm is 
responding to orders for extremely 
fine instruments needed for immedi- 
ate land surveying. In order to pro- 
vide the necessary fhaterials for 
some of these instruments, spiders’ 
webs have to be spun to measure. 
Spiders are taken to the firm by a 
member of the staff and placed in 
special, long, narrow boxes, These 
are handled in such a way that the 
spiders are cajoled to provide webs 
of the correct strength, Horses’ 
hair is also used in another land- 
surveying instrument that is in great 
demand. During World War II, this 
firm has been employed in providing 
fine military instruments and the 
workshops at the back of the prem- 
ises are as busy as they were during 
the war years.

The ut- 
ensil should be serubbed with 
a-clean brush (not a cloth) in 
a tank of hotwater containing 
a dairy washing powder, Any 
common brand of washing pow- 
der containing a wetting agent 
may be used by following the 
directions on the package. Most 
dairy plants as well as dairy 
supply houses,. can supply such 
washing powders in convenient 
packages. The utensil should 
then be rinsed thoroughly in 
clean hot water.
